OSVITA  CONFERENCE  SUCCESSFUL 

On  5-6  November  over  80 
participants  and  20  speakers  attended  CIUS' 
Osvita  Conference  on  "Teaching  and 
Learning  in  Ukrainian.”  The  participants 
represented  teachers  in  Edmonton  and 
environs  and  the  Faculty  of  Education, 
University  of  Alberta;  and  a large  delegation 
of  teachers  from  Manitoba,  including 
representatives  from  Manitoba  Parents  for 
Ukrainian  Education  Inc.  Jim  Cummins' 
luncheon  address  and  summary  remarks 
were  especially  valuable.  Numerous  specific 
suggestions  were  made  for  future  research 
by  CIUS  and  how  academics  generally  might 
become  involved  more  closely  with  bilingual 
education.

NEW  CIUS  PUBLICATIONS 

CIUS  recently  published  John  Basarab, 
Pereias/av  1654:  A Historiographical  Study 
and  Iwan  S.  Koropeckyj,  ed.,  Soviet 
Regional  Economics:  Selected  V\/orks  of 
Vsevolod  Ho/ubnychy.  Dr.  Basarab' s work 
examines  the  changing  interpretations  of  the 
Pereiaslav  Treaty  from  the  seventeenth 
century  to  the  present.  It  covers  the 
Documents  Controversy,  the  Cossack 
Chronicles  and  the  early  historians,  selected 
modern  historians  from  Maksymovych  to 
Vernadsky,  and  the  Soviet  era,  with  its 
changing  emphases.  The  author  also 
examines  the  three-hundredth  anniversary  of 
the  treaty  celebrated  in  the  USSR.  The 
issues  dealt  with  in  Pereiaslav  1654  are  of 
particular  relevance  to  Ukraine's  current 


status  within  the  Soviet  Union.  In  an 
introduction  to  the  volume,  Ivan 
L.  Rudnytsky  of  the  University  of  Alberta 
looks  at  the  history  and  myths  behind  the 
Pereiaslav  Treaty.  The  volume  is  illustrated 
and  contains  appendices  with  some  major 
documents  and  a selected  bibliography.  It 
runs  to  322  pages  and  is  available 
(clothbound)  for  $19.95. 

Soviet  Regional  Economics  contains 
nine  essays  by  the  late  economist, 

Vsevolod  Holubnychy,  three  of  which  are 
published  here  for  the  first  time.  The 
volume  is  divided  into  three  sections.  Part 
one  on  "Studies  on  Ukrainian  Social  and 
Political  History"  contains  two  essays;  "The 
1917  Agrarian  Revolution  in  Ukraine" 
(previously  unpublished)  and  the  "Outline 
History  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Ukraine." 
Part  two  examines  "Studies  on  Regional 
Development  in  the  USSR,"  which  was 
Holubnychy's  special  field  of  interest,  and 
includes  four  essays:  "Some  Economic 
Aspects  of  Relations  Among  the  Soviet 
Republics,"  "Spatial  Efficiency  in  the  Soviet 
Economy,"  "Teleology  of  the  Macroregions 
in  the  Soviet  Union's  Long-Range  Plans, 
1920-90,"  and  "The  Present  State  of 
Cybernetics  and  Republic-Level  Planning." 

Part  three  concerns  "Studies  on  Marxism," 
with  three  contributions;  "V.  V.  Novozhilov's 
Theory  of  Value,"  the  author's  doctoral 
thesis  (previously  unpublished),  "Marxography 
and  Marxology"  (also  previously  unpublished) 
and  "Mao-Tse  Tung's  Materialistic  Dialectics." 
The  book  concludes  with  a Bibliography  of 
the  published  works  of  the  author  from 
1947  to  1977,  compiled  by  Osyp  Danko 
of  Yale  University. 

In  his  introduction  to  the  volume. 

Dr.  Koropeckyj  provides  a biographical 
account  of  the  author  and  assesses  his 
contribution  to  our  knowledge  of  Soviet 
economics  and  other  fields.  Prior  to  his 
death  in  1977,  Vsevolod  Holubnychy  was 
associated  in  the  1950s  with  the  Institute 
for  the  Study  of  the  USSR  in  Munich,  and 
in  the  1960s  with  Hunter  College,  New 
York.  A prolific  writer,  he  was  also  well 
known  as  the  editor  of  the  workers' 
newspaper  Vpered  (Munich),  for  which  he 
published  a great  variety  of  articles  under 
his  own  name  and  various  pseudonyms. 
Soviet  Regional  Economics  reflects  his 
wide  scholarly  interests  and  is,  at  the  same 
time,  a worthy  tribute  to  one  of  the 
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leading  scholars  on  Soviet  regional 
economics.  The  volume  runs  to  640  pages 
and  retails  (clothbound)  for  $24.95.

GRANT  TO  CENTRE 

The  Centre  for  Ukrainian  Canadian 
Studies,  St.  Andrew's  College,  University  of 
Manitoba  has  been  awarded  a grant  of 
$23,520.00  by  the  Minister  of  State  for 
Multiculturalism  under  the  Canadian  Ethnic 
Studies-Visiting  Professorship  Programme. 

Dr.  Robert  B.  Klymasz,  the  Centre's 
visiting  professor,  is  teaching  credit  and 
non-credit  courses  in  the  Centre,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Continuing  Education 
Division  and  in  the  Department  of  Slavic 
Studies,  primarily  in  the  areas  of  Ukrainian 
Canadian  folklore  and  culture,  and  ethnic 
traditions  in  Canada.  In  order  to  make 
these  courses  accessible  to  wide  segments 
of  the  community,  they  are  being  taught  at 
various  locations  in  Winnipeg  (in  addition  to 
the  university  campus)  and  in  Dauphin,  the 
first  time  the  University  of  Manitoba  has 
offered  a course  there.  Dr.  Klymasz  is  also 
available  as  a resource  person  not  only  for 
the  university  but  for  all  members  of  the 
community  interested  in  exploring  the 
Ukrainian  heritage.  He  is  currently  engaged 
in  research  on  the  mingling  of  the  folklore 
traditions  of  Ukrainians  and  Natives  on  the 
Prairies. 


UKRAINIAN  HOLDINGS  IN  EUROPEAN 
LIBRARIES 

In  July  and  August  1982,  Alan 
Rutkowski,  liaison  librarian  for  CIUS,  visited 
several  European  libraries  and  made  a 
preliminary  survey  of  their  Ukrainian 
newspaper  and  periodical  holdings. 

Mr.  Rutkowski  ordered  substantial  runs  of 


167  titles  on  microfilm  for  the  University 
of  Alberta  library.  Of  these,  only  12 
represent  additional  holdings  of  titles 
already  in  the  collection;  the  remainder  are 
new  acquisitions.  The  items  ordered 
comprise  three  categories:  the  revolutionary 
period,  the  emigre  press,  and  Galician 
materials. 


CIUS  EXTRAMURAL  PROGRAMME,  FALL 
1982 

In  the  fall  of  1982,  CIUS  again 
offered  a travel  lecture  series  to  selected 
centres  in  British  Columbia,  Saskatchewan, 
Manitoba  and  Ontario.  The  Western  tour, 
with  Roman  Onufrijchuk  speaking  on 
"Ukrainian  Folk  Music,"  visited  the  following 
centres  (with  co-sponsors  in  parentheses):

Onufrijchuk's  lecture  in  Kamloops  was 
postponed  until  27  January  1983.

Hornjatkevyc,  speaking  on  "Ukrainian 
Christmas  Traditions,”  visited  the  following 
centres  (with  co-sponsors  in  parentheses):

Canadian  Committee);  Yorkton  (Ukrainian 
Canadian  Professional  and  Business  Club  of 
Yorkton);  and  Roblin  (St.  Vladimir's  College). 
On  20  October,  Dr.  Orest  Subtelny  spoke 
in  St.  Catharines  on  "The  Cossack  Role  in 
Ukrainian  History  (Ukrainian  Professional  and 
Business  Federation,  Niagara  Regional 
Branch). 

In  Edmonton,  CIUS  and  the  Faculty  of 
Education,  University  of  Alberta,  offered  its 
third  annual  weekend  workshop  on  Ukrainian 
Christmas  traditions.  Dr.  Bohdan  Krawchenko 
presented  a paper  on  "The  Great  Famine  in 
Ukraine,  1932-3"  at  the  Grande  Prairie 
Community  College  and  the  University  of 
Lethbridge,  and  to  community  groups  in 
both  cities  (Lethbridge  co-sponsor,  Ukrainian 
Canadian  Committee).

VISITING  SCHOLAR  1982-3 

Dr.  Alexander  Babyonyshev 
an  emigre  professor  from  Moscow,  who 
arrived  in  the  United  States  in  1981,  will 
be  CIUS'  visiting  scholar  in  1982-3.  Dr. 
Babyonyshev  was  born  in  Rostov-on-Don 
in  March  1938.  He  is  a mathematician  with 
a special  interest  in  demography.  While  at 
the  University  of  Alberta,  he  will  prepare  a 
monograph  on  the  population  loss  in 
Ukraine  during  the  Great  Famine  ( holod ) of 
1932-3,  using  the  statistical  collection  on 
Ukraine  in  the  1920s  and  1930s,  which 
CIUS  acquired  on  microfilm  in  1978-9.  He 
will  also  interview  survivors  of  the  Famine, 
now  living  in  eastern  and  western  Canada. 
The  study,  which  was  begun  at  the 
Ukrainian  Research  Institute  at  Harvard 
University,  where  Dr.  Babyonyshev 
conducted  research  in  1981-2,  will  be 
published  jointly  by  HURI  and  CIUS. 


CIUS  ORAL  HISTORY  PROJECT 

CIUS  is  pleased  to  announce  a major 
new  oral  history  project  on  Ukrainian 
organizational  life  in  Canada  between  1920 
and  1960.  Interviews  will  be  conducted 
over  the  next  two  years  among  leaders 
who  shaped  the  course  of  Ukrainian  affairs 
during  what  may  be  termed  the  middle 
period  of  Ukrainian  life  in  Canada. 

The  interviews  will  be  conducted  by 
Mr.  Lubomyr  Luciuk  and  Mr.  Zenowij 
Zwarycz,  who  have  been  hired  by  CIUS  as 
research  assistants  out  of  funds  provided 
by  the  Multiculturalism  Directorate  in  Ottawa 
and  CIUS.  Mr.  Luciuk  will  be  conducting 
interviews  primarily  in  western  Canada  and 
Mr.  Zwarycz  primarily  in  Ontario  and 
Quebec.  Mr.  Luciuk  is  a doctoral 

student  in  geography  at  the  University  of 
Alberta,  who  in  recent  years  has  conducted 


and  taped  numerous  oral  accounts  of  the 
migration  to  Canada  of  Ukrainians  displaced 
in  Europe  after  the  Second  World  War.  He 
was  born  in  Kingston  and  completed  his 
M.A.  at  Queen's  University.  He  is  the  author 
of  Ukrainians  in  the  Making:  Their 
Kingston  Story  and  has  acquired  extensive 
experience  in  the  field  of  oral  history, 
largely  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Multicultural  History  Society  of  Ontario 
(Toronto).  Mr.  Zwarycz  was  born  in  West 
Germany  and  completed  his  M.A.  at  the 
University  of  Waterloo.  He  has  been  editor 
of  New  Perspectives  (Toronto)  and 
curatorial  assistant  for  the  Multicultural 
History  Society  of  Ontario. 

The  purpose  of  the  project  is  to 
provide  a more  solid  research  base  for  a 
conference  in  1985  on  Ukrainian  Canadian 
life  during  the  interwar  period,  the  Second 
World  War  and  the  immediate  postwar 
period.  CIUS  intends  to  draw  on  the 
interviews  for  the  second  volume  of  its 
three-volume  history  of  the  Ukrainians  in 
Canada. 

CIUS  requests  that  interviewees  offer 
Mr.  Luciuk  and  Mr.  Zwarycz  all  possible 
assistance  in  making  the  project  a success.

In  February  1983  CIUS  and  the  Faculty 
of  Extension  at  the  University  of  Alberta 
will  again  co-sponsor  an  adult  education 
workshop  on  "Ukrainian  Origins:  Researching 
Family  History."

JOHN- PAUL  HiMKA 

The  first  seminar  of  the  Christmas 
term  was  presented  on  24  September  by 
Dr.  John-Paul  Himka,  CIUS  Neporany 
postdoctoral  fellow,  who  spoke  on  "The 
Awakening  Village.  Peasantry  in  Eastern 
Galicia  After  1848." 

A modern  national  consciousness 
penetrated  the  Galician  Ukrainian  village  in 
the  second  half  of  the  nineteenth  century. 
The  revolution  of  1848  liberated  the 
peasantry  from  serfdom  and  also  catalyzed 
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the  formation  of  a politically  conscious 
national  intelligentsia.  The  democratization  of 
Austria's  political  structure  in  the  1860s 
turned  the  intelligentsia's  attention  to  the 
political  potential  of  the  peasantry  and 
simultaneously  afforded  the  civil  liberties, 
particularly  freedom  of  the  press  and  of 
association,  that  allowed  the  peasantry  to 
be  drawn  into  national  politics.  The  urban 
intelligentsia  relied  on  the  rural  Greek 
Catholic  clergy  to  carry  the  national 
message  to  the  countryside.  The  Galician 
clergy  was  particularly  suited  to  this  task 
because  of  its  Josephinian  heritage,  which 
emphasized  service  to  the  people.  Using 
institutions  such  as  reading  clubs  (chyta/ni) 
and  popular  newspapers,  the  intelligentsia 
and  clergy  encouraged  the  peasants  to  vote 
for  Ukrainian  candidates  in  elections  to  the 
parliament  and  diet,  to  educate  themselves 
and  to  forge  autonomous  associations,  e.g., 
co-operative  stores  and  credit  unions,  that 
would  materially  and  structurally  strengthen 
the  national  movement.  Through  these 
institutions  the  peasants  were  also  exposed 
to  the  ideological  foundations  of  the 
national  movement,  including  Ukrainian 
history  and  literature.  Nationalism  had  a 
strong  resonance  in  the  Galician  village.  Its 
acceptance  was  facilitated  by  the  social 
situation  of  the  Ukrainian  nation;  the 
majority  of  the  nation  consisted  of 
peasants,  who  regularly  came  into  conflict 
with  non-Ukrainian  landowners, 
tavern-keepers  and  money-lenders.  The 
result,  by  the  turn  of  the  century,  was  the 
integration  of  the  peasantry  into  the 
Ukrainian  nation  and  the  consolidation  of 
the  Ukrainian  national  movement  in  Galicia. 


BOHDAN  KORDAN 

On  22  October,  Mr.  Kordan,  a 
research  associate  at  CIUS,  spoke  on 
"Ethnicity,  Integration  and  State  Politics:  The 
Ukrainian  Canadian  Problem,  1939-44." 

The  speaker  argued  the  structural 
character  of  ethnic  political  duality — the 
problem  of  multiple  allegiances — and  noted 
the  contradistinction  between  structural 
dualism  and  assimilation.  Mr.  Kordan 
observed  that,  given  this  antinomy,  ethnic 
political  integration  could  occur  only  if 
government  pursued  a policy  in  both  its 
domestic  and  external  affairs  that  would 
reflect  an  acceptance  of  the  differential 


character  of  Canadian  society  and  elevate 
the  problem  of  ethnicity  above  a narrow 
discussion  of  sectional  interests. 

Concentrating  on  the  Ukrainian  ethnic 
minority  in  Canada  during  the  critical  war 
years,  the  speaker  noted  that  the  Canadian 
government  failed  to  utilize  the  opportunity 
provided  by  the  wartime  struggle  against 
fascism  and  tyranny  to  lay  a foundation 
for  the  political  integration  of  Canadian 
society.  Mr.  Kordan  argued  that  this  was 
because  Canadian  officials  had  failed  to 
appreciate  the  complex  nature  of  ethnic 
duality:  this  failure  stemmed  from  the  latent 
assimilationism  which  coloured  government 
attitudes  toward  the  Ukrainian  minority  in 
Canada  and  that  both  factors  combined, 
having  been  translated  into  a narrow 
definition  of  national  interest,  necessarily 
resulted  in  an  antagonistic  situation  that  was 
unconstructive  and  in  fact  disintegrative 
from  the  point  of  view  of  national  political 
integration. 

Mr.  Kordan  concluded  that  the 
historical  example  has  contemporary 
relevance.  Accepting  the  logic  of  ethnicity 
as  a structural  feature  of  multi-ethnic 
society  means  that  dualism  as  a problem 
of  multiple  allegiances  will  be  a factor  that 
the  state  will  be  forced  to  contend  with. 

He  suggested  therefore  that  a new  policy 
calculus  must  be  developed,  based  on  a 
sensitive  appreciation  for  ethnic  concerns. 


ISRAEL  KLEINER 

On  9 November,  Dr.  Israel  Kleiner,  a 
private  scholar  who  has  written  extensively 
on  Soviet  nationality  problems,  presented  a 
noon-hour  seminar.  He  spoke  on  the 
subject  of  his  recently  completed 
Ukrainian-language  monograph,  Vladimir 
Jabot  insky  and  the  Ukrainian  Question. 

Vladimir  Jabotinsky  (1880-1940),  an 
Odessa-born  Jew  who  gained  prominence 
as  a publicist  and  man  of  letters  in  the 
pre-revolutionary  Russian  Empire,  became  a 
Zionist  after  the  Kishinev  pogrom  of  1903. 
He  later  played  a leading  role  in  the  world 
Zionist  movement,  and,  in  spite  of 
ideological  differences  that  led  him  to 
establish  the  Union  of  Revisionist  Zionists, 
is  generally  considered  second  in 
importance  only  to  the  movement's  founder. 
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Theodor  Herzl.  A prolific  writer  on  the 
national  question,  Jabotinsky  maintained  that 
the  Jews  should  strive  for  recognition  as 
an  autonomous  nationality  in  their  countries 
of  residence.  Relying  primarily  on  their  own 
forces,  Jews  should  also  support  other 
national  groups  on  the  basis  of  reciprocity. 
In  the  Russian  Empire,  Jabotinsky 
considered  it  essential  to  establish  a 
common  front  on  non-Russian  nationalities: 
he  therefore  opposed  Jewish  participation 
in  all-Russian  organizations  and  called  upon 
the  Jewish  community  not  to  serve  as  a 
tool  of  russification.  He  pointed  to 
Ukrainian- Jewish  political  co-operation  in 
Galicia  as  a model  to  be  followed  in  the 
Russian  Empire.  In  a lengthy  polemic  with 
the  leading  Russian  liberal  Peter  Struve, 
Jabotinsky  forcefully  rejected  the  notion 
that  the  Ukrainians  and  Belorussians  were 
branches  of  the  Russian  people  and  called 
for  the  recognition  of  Ukrainian  national 
rights.  He  warned  that  if  the  Ukrainian 
movement  did  not  receive  the  support  of 
the  Jews  and  other  minorities,  as  well  as 
the  Russian  liberals,  it  might  turn  chauvinist. 
This  prophecy  came  true,  argued 
Dr.  Kleiner:  not  until  1917  did  Jewish 
leaders  recognize  the  need  for 
co-operation  with  the  Ukrainians,  and  by 
this  time  it  was  too  late  to  overcome 
long-held  suspicions.  While  Ukrainian 
political  leaders  remained  favourably 
disposed  to  the  Jewish  minority,  the  less 
enlightened  vented  their  hostility  in 
pogroms.  Jabotinsky  left  Ukraine  upon  the 
outbreak  of  the  First  World  War,  never  to 
return,  but  continued  to  champion  the 
cause  of  Jewish-Ukrainian  co-operation 
until  the  mid- 1920s.  In  the  meantime, 
world  Jewish  opinion  had  turned  decisively 
against  such  co-operation,  and  Jabotinsky, 
feeling  that  the  interests  of  his  Union  of 
Revisionist  Zionists  precluded  a break  with 
the  Jewish  community,  declined  to  appear 
as  a character  witness  for  Symon  Petliura 
at  his  assassin's  trial.  Noting  the  tragic 
failure  of  Jabotinsky's  efforts.  Dr.  Kleiner 
nonetheless  maintained  that  his  example  is 
significant  for  contemporary  Ukrainian- 
Jewish  relations. 


IVAN  L RUDNYTSKY 

On  1 9 November,  Dr.  Ivan 
L.  Rudnytsky,  professor  of  history  at  the 
University  of  Alberta,  presented  the  fourth 


CIUS  seminar.  His  topic  was:  "Viacheslav 
Lypynsky:  The  Conservative  Challenge  in 
Twentieth-Century  Ukrainian  Political 
Thought.” 

In  the  first  half  of  his  lecture, 

Dr.  Rudnytsky  gave  a detailed  account  of 
the  life  of  Viacheslav  Lypynsky 
(1882-1931),  a prominent  historian  of 
Cossack  Ukraine  and  the  leading  Ukrainian 
conservative  political  theoretician  of  this 
century.  The  second  half  of  the  lecture 
consisted  of  a paper  presented  by 
Dr.  Rudnytsky  at  a conference  held  at  the 
Ukrainian  Research  Institute,  Harvard 
University,  in  October  of  this  year  to  mark 
the  centenary  of  Lypynsky's  birth.  It  was 
Lypnysky’s  misfortune,  argued  Dr.  Rudnytsky, 
that  his  writings  were  appropriated  by  the 
hetmanite  movement:  this  allowed  Ukrainians 
of  other  political  persuasions  to  dismiss 
them  as  the  products  of  a sectarian.  The 
originality  of  Lypnysky's  thought  was, 
accordingly,  overlooked.  Lypynsky  rejected 
the  monolithic  concept  of  society  that  was 
common  to  nineteenth-century  populism  and 
twentieth-century  integral  nationalism, 
contending  that  Ukraine  required  a 
differentiated  class  structure  in  order  to 
carry  out  the  variety  of  functions 
necessary  for  national  existence.  He 
maintained  that  an  independent  Ukrainian 
state  should  be  based  on  a productive, 
economically  powerful  elite  that  had  a 
stake  in  the  country.  Ukraine  would  be 
largely  peasant,  proletarian,  and 
petty-bourgeois  in  character,  since  these 
groups  were  dominant  in  the  population, 
but  a responsible  elite  could  provide  the 
political  culture  and  civic  virtues  vital  to 
the  maintenance  of  the  national  community, 
Lypynsky  insisted  that  the  struggle  for 
power,  lest  it  become  destructive,  be 
contained  by  the  rule  of  law;  political 
authority  can  endure,  he  argued,  only  if  it 
is  accepted  as  legitimate  by  all  sections  of 
the  community.  In  Lypynsky's  view,  the 
principle  of  legitimacy  could  best  be 
embodied  by  a constitutional  monarch 
standing  above  politics.  Lypynsky's 
attachment  to  monarchy  may  well  be 
considered  anachronistic  in  an  age  of  mass 
political  participation;  nevertheless. 

Dr.  Rudnytsky  pointed  out,  this  opponent  of 
democracy  was  the  first  Ukrainian  political 
thinker  to  formulate  the  problem  of  the 
legitimacy  of  authority  and  to  provide 
Ukrainian  political  thought  with  a model  of 
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pluralism.  These  aspects  of  Lypynsky's 
thought  have  met  with  no  adequate 
response  from  his  socialist  and  nationalist 
critics.
